CANON IX. 


On Assessments and Offerings. 


1 The Secretary and Treasurer of the Convention shall be 
a Standing Committee on Assessments. It shall be their duty 
to levy upon each Parish and Organized Mission an Assess- 
ment sufficient to defray the regular and incidental expenses 
of the Convention, and to constitute what shall be known as 
the “Convention Fund.”? 


2 It shall be their duty to levy upon each Parish and 
Mission a sum equal to fifty cents for each Communicant of 
such Parish or Mission for the Episcopate Fund of Montana. 
The report of this Committee upon these Assessments shall be 
made before the final adjourument of each Annual Conven- 
tion, and shall be published in the Journal. 


3 At least one Offering shall be taken in each Parish or 
Mission every year for each of the following purposes: For 
the Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund, recommended for Christmas 
Day; for General Missions, recommended for the Epiphany 
or the Lenten Season; for Diocesan Missions, to be obligatory 
on the occasion of the Bishop’s offficial visit to each Parish or 
Mission.

FIRST DAY. 


St. John’s Church, Butte, Montana. 
Third Sunday after Trinity, June 16.A. D. 1907. 
This being the third Sunday in June, the day appoint- 
ed by Article II, of the Constitution of the Church in the 
Diocese of Montana, for the meeting of its Annual Convention, 
and the Bishop having appointed this place for said meeting, 
a number of the Clergy and Laity assembled in the church at 
11 a. m., forthe opening service of the Fourth Annual Con- 
vention of the Church in Montana. 

The Holy Communion was celebratec at 11 a.m. by the 
Right Reverend Leigh R. Brewer, 8. T. D., Bishop of Mon- 
tana, assisted by the Reverend S. OC. ‘Blackiston, Rector 
of the parish. The Reverend R. W. Clarke, D. D. of Detroit, 
Mich. read the Epistle. and the Reverend Frank B. Lewis said 
the Nicene Creed and the final prayers, the Bishop pronounc- 
ing the Benediction. The convention Sermon was preached 
by the Reverend F. J. Mynard of Great Falls. 

At 7.380 p. m., Evening Prayer was said by the Rev. 
Messrs. S. D. Hooker of Dillon, E. N. English of Glendive and 
J.J. Bowker of Billings. 

The Bishop delivered his Twenty-seventh Annual Address 
to the Convention and the Church in Montana. 


The Bishop's Twenty-Seventh Annual Address, 


Brethren of the Clergy and Laity :- 

Three hundred years ago today, by the ecclesiastical cal- 
endar, the Holy Communion was celebrated for the first time 
in this new world according to the liturgy of the Church of 
England. That hardy band of adventurers who founded the 
first English settlement on this western continent began their 
pioneer life in the right way. They made their religion a part 
of their daily round of duty. It was a good augury for the 
future. For one hundred and seventy-five years the Church 
of England did what she could to care for her children who 
emigrated to the American colonies. She couldnot give them 
bishops because of her connection with the state. But she 
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gave them what she could. She sent over missionaries and 
organized a missionary society to raise money for their sup- 
port. Weowe her a debt of gratitude for her fostering care 
and generous support. The war which gave us our independ- 
ence in civil matters opened the way as well for us to secure 
what we had hitherto lacked in matters ecclesiastical. At 
last we had Bishops to ordain, confirm, and to exercise their 
proper overseership in the Church. Since that time almost 
one hundred and twenty-five years have passed. The war of 
the revolution left the Church scattered, decimated, almost 
ruined. Today we have sixty-three diocese, twenty-seven 
missionary jurisdictions—domestic and foreign—one hundred 
Bishops and eight hundred and fifty thousand communicants. 
It is no strength to boast of; yet itis a growth to be thank- 
ful for. 


The M. T, O. 


It is well that onr coming general convention is to 
meet in Richmond, Va., and fitting that we mark the anniv- 
ersary of the founding of that settlement of Jamestown by 
proper ceremony and solemn service. It was a happy thought 
that the laymen of the Church shuld be asked to make a 
thank offering at Richmond for the mercies and blessings and 
accomplishments of these three hundred years of Church life. 
If the government can spend millions to celebrate the growth 
in Ww ealth, manufactures, commerce and everything that 
belongs to our material civilization, certainly as churchmen 
we can show our gratitude for the past by a generous offering 
for the extension of our missionary work, and the upbuilding 

of the Divine Kingdom. It was proposed that every layman 
throughout the Church should be asked to join in this offer- 
ing. I wish that plan might be fully realized. It would 
make a wonderful offering when presented in Richmond. 
How large apart Montana will have in the accomplish- 
ment of that plan Ido not know. But the larger the better. 
We have always tried to-do our part in all efforts for the ad- 
vancement of God’s kingdom, and we have never been the 
poorer for it. The one thing that we have lacked in the past 
is the earnest personal co-operation of our laymen in all church 
work. This Thank Offering movement is already bringing 
in anew spirit. We want that spiritin Montana. Itis want- 
ed throughout the whole Church. God grant that the meet- 
ing at Richmond may be instrumental in starting a movement . 
that shall increase our zeal, inflame our hearts and bind us 
all together as one body in efforts to win the world for Christ. 
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ations, on Mr. Day’s motion the ballot was dispensed with, 
and the Rev. Mr. Bateman was declared duly elected a mem- 
ber of the Trustees of the Diocese of Montana, his term to ex- 
pire July 1. 1911. 

On motion of the Rev. Woodford P. Law the election of 
Deputies to the General Convention was deferred, and made 
a special order for 2 o’clock this afternoon. 

The Convention then proceeded to the election of a Board 
of Missions. Of the Clergy, the Rev. Messrs. S. D. Hooker, 
Walter Lennie-Smith, F. J. Mynard, H. G. Wakefield and J. 
J. Bowker, and of the Laity, Messrs. Geo A. . Hulfish, E. C. 
Day, Allen Pr Bowie, Fidel] Huber and W. C. Messias were 
placed in nomination. 

This being the number required tv constitute the Board, 
and no farther nominations being made, on motion of Mr. E. 
©. Day the ballot was dispensed with, and the above-named 
gentlemen were declared duly eletted members of the Board 
of Missions for the ensuing year. 

The President then announced that he called a meeting of 
the Board of Missions to meet in the Church at four o’clock 
this afternoon. 

The Rev. S. D. Hooker nominated the Right Reverend, 
The Bishop to succeed himself asa member of the Board of 
Trustees of the Episcopate Fund. There being no farther 
nominations, on The Rev. Mr. Hooker's motion, the ballot was 
dispensed with, and the Rt. Rev. Leigh R. Brewer was de- 
clared duly elected a member of the Board of Trustees of the 
Episcopat: Fund, his term to expire in 1912. 

The Rev. S. D. Hooker offered the following amendment 
to the Canons, and moved its reference to the Committee on 
Canons:— Amend Canon XVI. Section 11, by adding to the 
end of the Section the words: ‘‘Provided, however, that with 
the consent of all parties other counsel may be employed.’’ 

The motion prevailed, and the proposed amendment was 
so referred. ; 

On motion of Mr. E. ©. Day, it was ordered that the Reg- 
istrar be authorized to arrange for the binding of the Journals 
on hand, or a sufficient number thereof, in volumes of suitable 
size, and supply the same to the parishes and missions at cost, 
and that one set be filed with the Librarian of the State His- 
torical Society. 

The Rev. H. G. Wakefield presented the following Res- 
olution with reference to the peace conference, now in session 
at the Hague, which was adopted, viz.) 

Resolved :- 
That this Convention of the Diocese of 
Montana, recognizing the duty of this Church, as part of the 
Kingdom of the Prince of Peace, to promote in every way the 
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the consent of the Convention to such conveyance be hereby 
given as of the date of June 15. 1907.

The Rev. Frank B. Lewis read the following proposed 
amendments to the Canons, and moved their reference to the 
Committee on Canons :—viz. 

Amend Canon VI, Section 8, by adding to the ee of the 
section the words: 
‘If the Authorized Delegate be not in attendance at the Con- 
vention, to which an Organized Mission desires to apply for. 
admission, the Mission may be admitted on the presentation 
of his duly attested certificate, accompanied by his written 
application for the admission of the Organized Mission.’ 

Amend Canon VII, Section 1. by striking out the words 
“Title 1”? in the first line, and changing the figures OO) ae 
‘*47.?? Making the first line of Canon VIL to read, ‘‘In order 
to carry out fie provisions of Canon 47.’’ 

Add to the Canons, the following, to be numbered X VIII. 

entitled, ‘“‘Of Lay Readere.’? Section 1 All persons hold- 
licenses as Lay Readers in this Diocese under Canon 21 of the 
Digest, shall make a report to ie Bishop each year at the 
time of the Annual Convention, of all services heid by them 
under such license, since the last preceding annual session of 
the Convention. 
Section 2. All licenses to Lay Readers shall expire at the 
date of the Annual Convention, and shall not be valied after 
that date, unless renewed by written endorsement of the 
Bishop or Eeclesiastical Authority. Change the Numbering 
of the present Canon XVIII. to Canon XIX 

The motion prevailed, andthe proposed amendments 
were referred to the Committee on Canons. 

Klections having been declared in order, Mr. J. Henry 
Longmaid placed in nomination the former members of the 
standing committee to constitute the standing committee for the 
ensuing year. There being no farther nominations, on Mr. Long- 
maid’s motion, the ballot was dispensed with, and the Rev. 
Messrs. S. C. Blackiston, S. D. Hooker and F. R. Bateman and 
Messrs. O. Hight, R. H. Paxson and Frank Kennedy were de- 
clared duly elected the Standing Committee for the following 
year. | 

Mr. E. O. Day placed in nomination the Rev. F. R. Bate-— 
man to succeed himself as a member of the Board of Trustees 
of the Diocese of Montana. There being no further nomin- 
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mittee to the election of the Rev. Beverly Dandridge Tucker 
as Bishop Coadjutor of the Diocese of Southern Virginia.

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good is done by such services and instructions. Sometimes it 
seems to me that not much is accomplished. But if God gives 
me health and strength, I want to continue them for some 
years longer, till I have reached all the smaller places of the 
Diocese. The sermons and addresses that I have delivered 
number 236. I have baptised sixteen children, confirmed 282 
persons and celebrated the Holy Communion forty-three times. 
I have married three couples. I have received notice of the 
disposition of twenty-four clergymen, and of the restoration of 
one to the ministry. I have given dimissory letters for the 
Reverend Joseph Wilson Fogarty to the Diocese of Chicago, 
the Reverend Hector Eaches Clowes to the Missionary District 
of Mexico, and the Rev. Harry Ernest Robbins to the diocese 
of Massachusetts. I have received and accepted dimissory let- 
ters for the Reverend Edward Noble English from the Diocese 
of Huron, Canada, the Reverend Woodford Prentice Law from 
the Diocese of Western Michigan, the Reverend Charles Walter 
MacWilliams from the Missionary District of Laramie, and the 
Reverend Leonard Jacob Christler from the Diocese of Central 
New York. I have licensed Mr. Herbert F. Blogg and Mr. 
William Freakes as Lay Readers, and have. given a license to 
the Reverend David Jones, a presbyter of the Diocese of Cal- 
gary, Canada, to officiate in Montana, where the needs of his 
work sometimes made it necessary. I have given my canonical 
consent to the consecration of the Rev. Charles Scadding as 
Bishop of Oregon, and the Reverend Beverley Dandridge 
Tucker, as Bishop Coadjutor of Southern Virginia. 


Faith and Hope. 


This is the record of the year for youand me. It is bright- 
ened by some successes, and darkened by some disappoint- 
ments. Butsuch as itis it must stand forever. We look to 
the future for hope, and that hope comes tous through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. The Christian religion differs from all other 
religions the world has ever known. Because Christ was born, 
because he lived and taught, because he died and rose again, 
and ascended into heaven, we have hope that can never fail. 
What folly to doubt the virgin birth! What blindness to say 
that Christ was the Son of God only as we are all sons of God! 
What weakness to disparage the wonderful miracles of his 
birth and resurrection! There is large meaning and grand 
comfort in the words of the writer of the Epistle to the 
Hebrews, *‘Faith is the substance of things hoped for, the ev- 
dence of things not seen.’’ Only as Christ lives in our hearts, 
and moves in our lives, can we rightly exercise our ministry, 
or make profession of our faith. With this hope before us we 
can never despair norfail. With the great apostle to the Gen- 
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what. There is quite an important increase in the number of 
communicants. The addition of three rectories makes a grati- 
fying advance. The two churches now in process of erection 
will be among the best that we have. We have added $1,364.- 
50 from assessments, to our permanent Episcopate Fund. I 
regret to say that we have added nothing whatever by gifts or 
subscriptions. I wish we might have such additions every 
year. The fund now stands at $56,630.97. The treasurer in- 
forms me that there is a considerable balance of interest in 
the treasury which might be added to the permanent fund. I 
was gratified that the pledges made at our last Convention for 
Dioscean Missions amounted to so large-a sum asthey did. 1 
believe all the pledges have been kept. Indeed, we always 
keep our pledges in Montana. The whole sum received by the 
treasurer of the Diocese for Dioscean Missions during the past 
year is $3,998.34, of which $84.15 was given by the Sunday 
Schools in advent offerings, $655.55 by the auxiliary for’ the 
bishop’s missionary, and $927.47 was received from interest on 
invested funds. The whole amount makes quite a large in- 
crease over what we have given for this object in previous 
years. Our pledges for this object amounted to $2,790. We 
actually gave on those pledges $3,080.87, which is a splendid 
record. The sum that we apportioned ourselves to raise for 
General Missions was $2,740. Ithink we have given a hun- 
dred dollars or more in excess of that sum. It is a sign of life 
and interest and growth when we ask more for missions than 
we are asked to give. As long as we do that there will be no 
fear of failure for the Church. I have been greatly pleased to 
see the invrease in the offerings for the Aged and Infirm 
Olergy Fund. This was largely due to action taken by the 
vestry of St. John’s parish, Butte, which made by far the 
largest offering in its history. But other parishes and mis- 
sions also gave more than usual. This offering ought to appeal 
tous all. The sick and worn out men in the ministry deserve 
to be taken care of by the Church. as much as_ the disabled 
soldier deserves to be pensioned by the government. Any one 
of us may be in the position of. needing help from this fund at 
some time inthe future. Ihe least that we can do while we 
are able to work is to see, as far as we can, that our brothers 
in the ministry and their families do not suffer want. 

I have spent the whole year in Montana with the except- 
ion of about two weeks in October, when I went to Minnesota 
to attend the meeting of the Fourth Annual Conference of the 
Sixth Missionary Department. I have held six missions during 
the year, in Boulder, Deer Lodge, Big Timber, Sheridan, Miles 
City and St. Paul’s, Butte. The cold weather interfered with 
their success in two places. It is impossible to tell how much 
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church building in the future. The Reverend Mr. Christler 
has accomplished wonderful things during the short time he 
has been at work in the Milk River valley. I hope it will not 
be long before we have a church builtin each of the five mis- 
sions where he serves. He has a large field, and one that has 
not hitherto given much promise. But the outlook today is 
very different from what it has been. The missionary seems 
untiring in his work, and the people are responsive and en- 
thusiastic in his support. 

The Reverend Mr. Macnamara began holding services at 
Elkhorn last fall, and now has an encouraging mission there, 
with a flourishing Sunday School. There is still much land to 
be possessed, and many places that I would like to reach with 
services. But if we-could have two additional men and keep 
those we have, I should be satisfied for the present. One of 
them I would place as a missionary in the Flathead valley to 
work westward along the line of the Great Northern railway. 
The other would be the missionary for the Smith river and 
Musselshell valleys. The Missions of Belt and Chouteau are 
taking a step forward under the Reverend Mr. Law. A _ guild 
is at work in each place; a building fund has been started, and 
I hope by next year a church can be built in each mission. In 
these rceords there 1s a good deal to give us encouragement 
and stimulate our ambition. 


St. Peter's Hospital. 


Ihave been deeply touched by the offerings that have 
been sent to me for the proposed memorial building of St. 
Peter’s Hospital, Helena, during the past year. They have 
come from parishes and missions, Sunday School classes, guilds 
and individuals. Sometimes they have represented the earn- 
ings of children, and again the self denials of adults. I am 
sure such offerings are acceptable before Him who seeth in 
secret. I hope before long that the building will be an accom- 
plished reality, and that the ministrations of mercy that shall 
be carried on within 1ts walls will reach out in help and_bless- 
ing throughout the Diocese. During the past year the wives 
of three of our clergy have been cared for in the present hos- 
pital. I wish St Peter’s might become a Dioscean institution, 
and that every parish and mission of the Diocese might feel 
an interest in its work, and claim a share in the good that it 
does for suffering humanity. 


General Summary. 


The results for the year show that we are taking no back- 
ward steps. The baptisms number 408, which is about the 
same as last year. The confirmations have increased some- 
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The Work of the Year, 


Notwithstanding these changes during the year, our work has 
prospered. We have built no new Churches, but two are in 
progress of erection today—one in Great Falls, the other in 
Pony. Both are of stone, and both will be a credit to the Dio- 
cese. I suppose there will be no debt on the church in Pony 
when it is finished. Ip Great Fall they will have a consider- 
able debt, but not beyond their power to easily handle. The 
Church in Pony comes largely through the generous gifts of 
three parishioners, and I am most thankful for their interest 
and generosity. In Great Falls they have been workiug for 
years toward the accomplishment of this purpose. Many ob- 
stacles and delays have been met with, but now they are at last 
to see the realization of their ambitions. 

We have acquired three rectories during the year— 
two by building and one by purchase. The one in Anaconda 
has cost something like $3,400, and they have a debt of about 
$1,400. The one in Big Timber has cost about $2,000, and the 
debt is $1,500. In Red Lodge they bought a house for $1,000, 
and expended $100 or $200 more in making improvements. St. 
Peter’s Parish, Helena, has sold its old rectory and bought a 
new one. Improvements have been made in the rectory at 
Livingston, and paid for. The log church at Rosebud has been 
completed and made ready for use, but they are still in need 
of several articles of church furniture in order to fit it appro- 
priately for worship. St. John’s Church Butte, has sold a lot 
that it owned, and paid its debt. Important improvements » 
have been made in both churches belonging to our missions in 
Butte. Emmanuel Chureh, Gardiner, has received new pews 
and chancel furniture through gifts of Church people in the 
east. The debt of St. Andrew’s mission, Butte, has been 
wholly paid off, and the one on St. Paul’s rectory reduced. St. 
James Mission, Deer Lodge, under the Reverend Mr. Attwood, 
has taken a new lease of life, and has raised money for im- 
proving and adorning the church. 

The mission at Townsend, has paid its debt, with some out- 
side help , and has raised money for pews and a chancel rail. 
St. James’ Mission, Lewistown, has paid $1,000 on its rectory 
debt, and St. Matthew’s Mission, Glendive, has reduced its 
debt to $300. St. Luke’s, Billings, has paid $800 of indebted- 
ness during the year. St. James’, Bozeman, has paid $200 on 
its debt. St. Paul’s, Benton, has raised money for important 
improvements on the church. 

The Rev. Mr. MacWilliams has started a new mission at Col- 
umbus, where they have bought lots on which they hope some 
‘time to build. At Forsythe lots have been purchased for 
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ruary the Rev. H. C. Clowes resigned the rectorship of Christ 
church, Kalispell, to take work in Mexico. The vacancy is 
filled by the election of the Reverend H. M. Green of Crook- 
ston, Minn., whowill take charge in July. The services have 
been kept up andthe work well cared for by the Reverend 
Thomas E. Dickey. Mr. Clowes had been in Montana almost 
twenty-seven years, and wherever he served he was revered 
_ and loved by all who knew him. On the first of last July the 
Reverend W. J. Attwood gave up the charge of Glendive and 
Wibaux, and removed to Deer Lodge, which he serves in con- 
nection with Philipsburg. He was succeeded at Glendive on 
the first of November by the Reverend E. N. English, who for 
fourteen months had been in charge of the Church of the toly 
Spirit, Missoula. On the first of November the Reverend C. 
W. MacWilliams began his work in St. Mark’s, Big Timber. 
On the first of March the Revernd L. J. Christler took charge 
of the missions inthe Milk River valley, with residence at 
Havre. Here are changes enough for one year. But there are 
more to come. The Reverend ©. H. Linley has resigned the 
parish in Missoula, after nineteen years ot good and faithful 
work done in Montana, and the Reverend Charles Quinney, 
after thirteen years of helpful and efficient service here, also 
goes away. Both have been among my most earnest helpers, 
and I shall miss them more than I can tell. They are with us 
today, but like the Ephesian Christians in parting from St. 
Paul, we are sorrowing most of all because we shall see their 
faces no more in our conventions. And alas! I hear rumors 
of still more changes in the near future. One goes for the 
sake of his mother, another for for the sake of his wife, another 
Lecause of his health, and all because they think it is for the 
best. It is a procession and a recession, and it is often a ques- 
tion which shall be the stronger and louder the processional 
or the recessional. The clergy are fond of singing “Onward, 
Christian Soldiers, Marching as to War.’’ Indeed, they some- 
times have it sung twice in one service. I wonder whether it 
has any effect on clerical changes? I seem to hear the refrain 
sounding in my ears now. Only it reads like this: “Onward, 
Christian Soldiers, Marching, the Good Lord Only Knows 
Where.’’ The clergy complain because of the constant change 
in the personnel of their congregations. The Bishop complains 
because of the changes among the clergy, and some Bishops 
are ii favor of applying the principal of translation to the 
Episcopate. May we be mercifully preserved from such a ¢al- 
amity as that. Letus have one position in the American 
Church that cannot be changed. I wish that Missionary Bish- 
ops had not the right or privilege of election to a Diocese. 
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Episcopate. His body was useless, but his mind was as active 
as ever. Though he had the use of but one finger of one hand, 
for years he sat day by day before a typewriter continuing his 
translation work. Twice he translated the entire Bible. The 
first was made before he was Bishop, but the second was ac- 
complished after his infirmity came upon him. He also trans- 
lated a large portion of the Prayer Book into Chinese. Asa 
scholar he did a wonderful work for the Church; as aman he 
was a hero and a saint. The whole Church owes him tkanks 
for his good example. 

The Right Rev. George Franklin Seymour was « teacher, 
scholar, theologian. as well as Bishop. He was _ professor of 
ecclesiastical history when I wasin the General Seminary. 
He was Bishop of the Diocese of Springfield for almost twenty- 
nine years. Ii was a new diocese and a hard missionary field. 
There were no endowments. The Church was weak within, 
and from without little help came. Therefore his whole Epis- 
copate was a struggle against great obstacles. Whatever he 
did he did with all his might. He was brave and always had 
the courage of his convictions. He believed himself to be sent 
as a defender of the faith, and his voice and pen were ever 
ready in its defense. He worked up to the very end, and died 
leaving a Diocese that deeply mourns his loss. 

The Right Reverend Isaac Lxa Nicholson was Bishop of 
the Diocese of Milwaukee for fifteen years. Huis strong per- 
sonaity, his eminent executive ability, his great industry, his 
unflagging zeal, gave a great impulse to the work of the Dio- 
cese, and it grew and strengthened throughout his whole Epis- 
copate. For nearly two years before his death he was incapac- 
itated for work, but he administered his Diocese from his sick 
room, and followed all the work with his quick eye and eager 
mind. His Episcopate was not long in years, but large in re- 
sults, and the Diocese will profit by his labor and plans through 
all the future. 


Clerical Changes, 


There have been more than the usual number of changes 
among the clergy. But Iam glad to say our gains have equal- 
ed our losses. On the first of February the Reverend J. W. 
Fogarty resigned the charge of the work in Carbon County after 
two years of good and faithful service, and to the great regret 
of all his people. He was immediately succeeded by the Rev- 
erend G. R. Messias of St. Paul’s Mission, Butte, so that there 
was no vacancy. Atthe end of September the Reverend R. 
S. Stringfellow retired from the work in the missions around 
Great Falls to take up secular employment. He was succeed- 
ed in December by the Reverend Woodford P. Law. In Feb- 
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whole church. There is power in the Board of Missions, which 
by reaching out aud caring for the work in every diocese and 
every missionary district at home and abroad, binds us togeth- 
er in acommon bond of unity for the accomplishment of one 
holy purpose. I fear the adoption of the provincial system 
might divide us up into cliques and parties. We do not want 
that. There may be differences, but not -divisions, We do 
not need new machinery, but a better use of what we have. 
-We need a stronger faith, a larger purpose, greater zeal, an 
enthusiasm that never tires; and then we shall make the 
Church what her Divine Master and founder meant it to be for 
the world. 


Marriage and Divorces. 


1 suppose the cannon on marriage and divorce will come 
up again for discussion and proposed amendments I shall vote 
to keep itas itis. For I believe it correctly represents our 
Saviour’s teaching, aad I do not think it safe to go beyond that 
If His words imply that the innocent person in the case of a 
divorce on the ground of adultery, may marry, as I believe 
they do. we have no right to enact. legislation to the contrary. 
Our present canon allcws that, yet it is so guarded by require- 
ments and conditions that practically there will be no mar- 
riages of divorced people by the clergy of the church. Iam 
glad of it. I wish the canon might be left as it stands. 


Brotherhood of St. Andrew, 


The tears 0 convention of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew 
will be held in Washington, D. C., from the twenty-fifth to 
the twenty-ninth of next Septem ber. I wish our Deputies to 
the General Convention might attend its sessions on their way 
-to Richmond. The men of the Brotherhood are doing such 
splendid work for the Church, that they deserve ail the en- 
couragement that we csn give them. Andit will be a great 
help and incentive to all to hear the words that will be spok- 
en, and to see the enthusiasm which marks their life. 


Necrology,. 


Three Bishops of the Church have gone to their rest dur- 
ing the year. The Right Rev. Samuel Isaac Jacob Scheres- 
chewsky was made Bishop at Shanghai, China, in 1877. He 
had been a missionary to China since 1859. He possessed a 
wonderful ability in the mastery of languages, and within two 
years after he entered on his missionary work he began the 
translation of the Scriptures into the Chinese language. After 
four years’ work as Bishop he suffered a_ stroke of paralysis, 
and finding there was no hope of recovery, retircd from the 
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stand on an equality. Of course, when the voting was not by 
orders and dioceses, the stronger diooese would have the larg- 
er vote. But why shculdn’tit have? It would seem to me 
to be a simple matter of justice that it should have. The ob- 
jection has been made that proportionate representation would 
give the strong dioceses an opportunity to oppress the weak. 
I do not fear any rivalry between strong and weak dioceses. 
It isa democratic doctrine that majorities should rule, and 
when the rights of minorities are properly guarded, as they 
would be in this case, majorities ought to rule. 


Courts of Appeal, 


Jt is generally considered that it would be wise to provide 
courts of appeal, for the proper protection of the rights of the 
clergy, and the adjudications of questions relating to doctrine. 
I presume it will be the best to enact such legislation. But I 
do not feel much interest init. We have not had many ec- 
clesiastical trials in the past. I trust we shall have fewer in 
the future. There is never a disposition to do injustice to any 
clergyman, no matter what he is called to account for. Let 
courts be constituted as they may, I believe we can always 
trust the church to be true and justin all her dealings with 
her children. 


The Provincial System, 


There are a good many Churchmen who believe that we 
ought to adopt the provincial system and divide the Church 


‘into sevenor eight dictricts, which should have a certain’ 


amount of authority delegated to them in matters of legislat- 
ion, and in carrying on missionary work. Iam not one of that 
number. I see no reason why we should divide the Church in 
this land into provinces because the Church under the Roman 
empire did it, unless there is something in present conditions 
to make it desirable. And I dc not think there is. One argu- 
ment in favor of itis that it would prepare the way for the 
reduction of the membership of the General Convention. 
That can be done without resorting to the provincial system. 
Another argument is that the missionary work of the Church 
will be better done, and the interest of Church people more 
largely enlisted, if its management were committed to the dio- 
ceses making up the province. I do not believe it, We have 
our missionary departments now, for the stirring up of mission- 
ary interests, the discussion of missionary questions, and the 
finding out of missionary needs. They seem to be working 
well. Letustry them for ten years longer. Let us not ex- 
change a well working reality for a doctrinaire theory. There 
is strength in the General Convention as representing the 
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dioceses are not able to support such Coadjutor Bishops, and 
the enlarged work which they would be likely to inaugurate, 
then I answer that the Board cf Missions should come to their 
aid with an appropriation that would enable this to be done. 
In some dioceses there are archdeacons who are doing such 
work. In place of archdeacons put Co-adjutor Bishops. I 
believe this course would be wiserand. safer for the church, 
than to consecrate Missionary Bishops, who would only be re- 
sponsible to General. Convention. A Missionary Bishop has 
more authority than any man in the American Church. That 
may be all right in Laramie, Salt Lake or Cape Palmas, but I 
do not believe it would work well within the boundaries of or- 
ganized dioceses. Of course this plan would mean larger ap- 
propriations for all dioceses adopting the plan. But larger ap- 
propriations are imperatively demanded for the colored work. 
They ought to be five times as large next year as they have 
ever been in the past. Give every southern Bishop the means 
that he ought to have, and I think each one will find a way to 
solve the problem of work for and among the.colored people 
of his own Diocese. And the churchmen of the north ought to 
help in providing the means. The problem belongs to the 
north as wel] as to the south. The work is one as the Church 
isone. May God give us grace to do our duty in this matter 
as we have never done before. 


Representation in House of Deputies, 


Another subject that will probably be brought before the 
Convention is the reduction of the membership of the House 
of Clerical and Lay deputies. It is becoming too large for the 
proper dispatch of business, and itis certain to grow larger 
from the admission of new Dioceses. Our revised constitution 
provides for such reducion by canonical action, though there 
may not be less than two deputies in each order. The ques- 
tion will be how the reduction should be made— whether by 
reducing the membership to three or two of each order, or by 
introducing the element of proportionate representation. I 
am in favor of the latter. Atthe convention in 1895, when 
we were engaged in the work of revising our constitution, I in- 
troduced an ammendment providing for proportionate repres- 
entation. It was voted down in the House of Bishops, and, of 
course, did not reach the other house. It does not seem to me 
wise or just that a diocese of twenty-five clergy should have 
the same representation as a diocese which has three hundred. 
No harm can come to any diocese by the adoption of this 
method. For each diocese is represented by its Bishops in the 
other house, and in the lower house a vote by orders and dio- 
ceses can be called for at any time, in which all dioceses would 
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between the two races can be neither in the Parish nor in the 
Diocese, but in the General Convention. Therefore, they are 
proposing to ask that missionary jurisdictions shall be set up 
for the colored people in the southern dioceses, and that col- 
ored Bishops shall be consecrated to administer these jurisdic- 
tions. Perhaps that is the best way of dealing with the ques- 
tion. Certainly those who are living in the very face of the 
problem ought to know better than we who are far away, and 
are not troubled by like conditions. Still, I am in great doubt 
in regard to the matter. It seems to me that there are two 
considerations which help them to their decision, First, it is 
a tremendous problem, and if they can shift its solution to the 
General Convention and the whole Church, it will relieve both 
the Bishop and the Diocese of responsibility. Second, if mis- 
sionary jurisdictions are set up and Missionary Bishops conse- 
crated, the whole expense of the work would come upon the 
General Church, through the Board of Missions; and _ that 
would be another great relief to both Bishop and Diocese. 
Now, J doubt that this relief ought to be given. The Diocese 


is the independent unit of the American church. The Bishop 


isthe head<f the Diocise. The problem is there, in their 
midst, for Bishop, clergy and people to solve. I doubt that 
they have the right to shift the responsibility anywhere else, 
and I doubt also whether the Gencral Convention is any prop- 
er body to assume such responsibility. In reason, and accord- 
ing to the ecclesiastical precedent and law, I believe the bish- 
op of the Diocese and the Convention should be that authority. 
Erect a Missionary. District without territorial limitaticns 
within a Diocese, and place a Missionary Bishop over it, and 
you will have two lieads and two legislative bodies within the 
same territoral area. That. 1 believe, would be contrary to 
ecclesiastical law and would be likely to lead to difficult com- 
plications. I believe there is a better way. There is no reas- 


on why we should not have negro Bishops whenever it 1s best 


to have them. We have two now, ard wecan have as many 
more as the needs of the Church require. But when they are 
toiserve within a Diocese, let them be chosen by the Diocese 
and be subject to Diocesan control. Why should not a Dioces- 
an Convention choose a Coadjutor Bishop and assign him to 
the colored work of the Diocese? He might be a white man 
or a negro, as the electors should think best. He could or- 
ganize his Convocation for colored people, and that Convoca- 
tion could have such legislative powers assigned to it as the 
Diocese should provide. Itmight be necessary to provide that 
such Coadjutor should not succeed as Diocesan. If an adjoin- 
ing diocese wished to have its coiored work placed under the 
Coadjutor Bishop it could be done by mutual conference and 
appropriate legislation. If itis objected that the southern 
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The Peace Conferenee, 


The second international peace conference began its ses- 
sions at The Hague yesterday. What wil’ be accomplished in 
the way of preventing war, mitigating its horrors, or in the 
limitation of armaments, no one ean tell. But that such a 
conference ever should have been held is one of the distin- 
guishing characteristics of this remarkable age. And that a 
second conference should be proposed ought to be a matter of - 
thankfulness to every one who loves his fellow men. The 
Ohristian world has found out at last that war is wrong. The 
civilized world is weary of war, and is demanding peace. I 
believe that demand will grow louder as the years goon. It 
is to be hoped that the Hague Conference will continue to 
meet at periodic intervals, and that it will be made more and 
more a tribunal for the settlement of international difficulties. 
It is said to be a fact that the Conference of 1899 was influen- 
ced for good by the interests in its success manifested by the 
churches in America. If we can do anything to continue that 
interest it ought to be done. We are alittle body in Mon- 
tana, and do not represent a large constituency; yet resol- 
utions expressing our interest and judgment may be appro- 
priate and useful. 


Missions to the Negroes of the South. 


Among the questions that are likely to come before Gen- 
eral Convention for discussion and action is the one relating 
to the work of the Church among the colored people of our 
Southern diccesees, There are nine millions of negroes, and we 
have less than one hundred colored clergymen, and only nine 
thousand communicants. The question of what can be done 
to educate and evangelize that race is confronting every south- 
ern diocese today. The conditions are such that we cannot 
well understand and appreciate them here. It seems to be 
necessary that the two races have separate schools and separ- 
ate churches. And itis now said that if the work among the 
negroes is to be enlarged—if there are to be more colored cler- 
gy and more communicants among the colored people—there 
must be the same separation in convocations and conventions. 
it is a sad thing that this must be so. There is one Lord, one 
faith, one baptism, one kingdom for all. Why should there 
be this division? Yet we must recognized the conditions that 
exist, and do the best we can under them. Certainly the 
South must have the help of the North in meeting this prob- 
lem that belongs to the whole Church. As far as I can tell 
from the convention addresses of the southern Bishops, they 
are coming more and more to feel that the bond of unity 
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cause of peace, hereby expresses its entire sympathy with the 
aims and objects of the peace conference now assembled at the 
Hague, andearnestly prays that the efforts of that body to 
bring about the abolition of warfare, or at least the ameliorat- 
ion of its conditions, may be abundantly blessed by Him, Who 
alone “‘maketh wars to cease in all the world,’’ and that they 
may tend. to hasten the time when “‘nation shall not lift up 
sword against nation, neither shall they learn war any more.’’ 

On motion of Mr. E. C. Day it was ordered that a copy of 
the Resolution in regard to the Peace Conference be given to 
the Press, and that a copy be sent to the State Department at 
Washington, and another to the Boston Committee, who had 
this matter in hand. 

The hour of noon having arrived, the noon-day prayers for 
Missions were said by the Rev. John Evans, and the Conven- 
tion took a recess til] 2 p. m. 

On the reassembling of the Convention at the hour of two, 
in response to an inquiry by the President the Clergy stated 
the number of mitechests that they desireé for the Sunday 
School offering for Lent, 1908. 

Pledges were then made for Diocesan Missions, for the 
Conventional year 1907-1908. The pledge made covers the 
Clergyman’s field of work.

The Report of the Committee on the Men’s Missionary 
Thank offering was presented and read by the Rev.S. D. 
Hooker: 

The Committee on the Men’s Missionary Thank-Offering 
submit the following report:— A persistent effort has been 
made to get a list of the names of the men who attend Church 
in all the parishes and missions of the Diocese, with the names 
of between five and six hundred men. At different times 
during the year, literature bearing on the M. T. O. movement 
has been mailed to all these men. 

An effort has been made to get a local Committee appoint- 
ed in each place. This effort has resulted in the appointment 
of such Committees inavery few places. In some places a 
number of copies of Dr. Hodges Book have been distributed. 
The Committee has aimed to make the campaign educational, 
while also emphasizing the financial aspect of the movement. 

All of the clergy have been requested to preach on the 
subject, and material has been furnirhed for such sermons. 
Thus far about $1,000 have been subscribed. The Committee 
would recommend that the M. T. O. work be completed by the 
first Sunday in September.

THIRD DAY 


Tuesday, June 18, A. D., 1907. 

At 9.80 Morning Prayer was said by the Rev. Walter Len- 
nie-Smith, the Rev. C. W. MacWilliams and the Rev. G. W. 
G. Van Winkle, the Bishop giving the Blessing. 

At the close of Morning Prayer the Convention was called 
to order by the Bishop. The minutes of the proceedings of 
the preceding sessions were read and approved. The Roll of 
Lay Delegates not previously in attendance was called, and 
there were found present, Messrs. W. H. Godfrey and Win- 
throp Raymond of Christ’s Church, Sheridan; Marvin P. 
Jones of St. Timothy’s, Chinook and A. J. Hill of St. Mark’s, 
Anaconda. 

Mr. W. C. Messias presented anid read areport on the 
Montana Churchman: 

Butte, Montana. June 17 th. 1907. 

I herewith submit the Report of the Montana Churchman 
for the financial year ending June 15th. 1907, together with a 
statement of the receipts and expenditures for that period. 

There are at the present time 740 subscribers, of whom 
515 are in Montana and 225 outside. Seventy-five copies are 
sent to various exchanges and 40 copies are distributed com- 
plimentary. The total circulation 1s 855 monthly. 

Of the number of subscribers 175 are in arrears with their 
subscriptions for a period varying from one to three years. 

Prior to my assumption of the management of the Church- 
man, the funds were keptin the Aetna Banking and Trust 
Company of Butte, and I continued to bank there. I regret 
to report that the institution closed its doors in November 
last, and passed into the hands of an official receiver, at which 
time we had on deposit $31.95, as per the Receiver’s Certific- 
ate attached. In February Ireceived a dividend of 20 per . 
cent, amounting to $6.39 leaving the sum of $25.56 still to be 
accounted for. I am dubious if it will ever be paid. 

The cost of publishing the Montana Churchman is $35.00 
per month or $420.00 per annum. The total amount received 
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from subscriptions for the past year was $324.56. Against 
this there is the loss of $25.56 in the Actna Bank, and the ex- 
penses for postage and stationary for the year amounting to 
$34.47, leaving $264.58 to apply on the printing. 

With an advance of $70.00 from Bishop Brewer we have 
paid for 9 months’ printing to March 81st., and we are now in 
arrears for the last quarter’s publication, amounting to $105.- 
00, to offset which we have on deposit in the State Savings 
Bank $26.50. 

My thanks are due to the Bishop and several of the Clergy 
for their kind assistance in collecting subscriptions and ob- 
taining new subscribers during the year, and I can only regret 
that the failure of so mary subscribers to pay their subscrip- 
tions, coupled with the loss in the Aetna Bank, makes it nec- 
essary to ask for a grant to cover the printing for the last 
three months.

On motion of the Rev. GC W. MacWilliams a voie of 
thanks was proffered to the Editor and Business Manager of 
the Montana Churchman for their zealous and devoted labors 
during the past year. 

The Rev. F. J. Mynard moveda Committee to consider 
means for improving the financial conditions of the Montana 
Churchman. The motion prevailep, and the Rev. F. J. 
Mynard, the Rev. H. G. Wakefield and Mr. W. OC. Messias 
were appointed such Committee. 

The Report of the Committee on Canons, which recom- 
mend the adoption of several amendmants yesterday, was 
ealled up for final disposal, and on motion of the Rev. F. R. 
Bateman the amendment to Canon VI, Section 8, adding the 
words, “If the Authorized Delegate be not in attendance at 
the Convention, to which an Organized Mission desires to ap- 
ply for admission, the Mission may be admitted on the pre- 
sentation of his duly attested certificate, accompanied by his 
written application for the admission of the Organized Mis- 
sion.’’ was adopted. 

On motion of the Rev. Frank B. Lewis, the amendment to 
Canon VII, Section I, making the first line read ‘In order to 
carry out the provision of Canon 47,’’ was adopted. 

On motion of the Rev. Frank B. Lewis, the proposed. 
amendment to Canon XVI, Section 11, adding the words, 
‘Provided, however, -that with the consent of all parties oth- 
er counsel may be employed,’’ was adopted. 
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On motior of the Rev. Frank B. Lewis, the proposed 
Canon on Lay Readers was adopted. Itis numbered Canon 
XV111, and isas follows: ‘‘Section 1. All persons hold- 
ing licenses as Lay Readers in this Diocese under Canon 21 of 
the Digest, shall make a report to the Bishop each year at the 
time of the Annual Convention, of all services held by them 
under such license, since the last proceeding annual session of 
the Convention. 

Section 2. All licenses to Lay Readers shall expire at the 
Annual Convention, and shall not be valid after that date, 
unless renewed hy written endorsement of the Bishop or Ee- 
clesiastical Authority.’’ 

On motion of The Rev. Frank B. Lewis, the Canon of Al- 
terations and Amendments was numbered Canon XIX. 

On motion of The Rev. Thomas E. Dickey, the Secretary 
was authorized to have 700 copies of the Journal of this Con- 
vention printed and distributed. 

On motion of the Rev. Woodford P. Law it was ordered 
that after noon-day prayers should be said, the Convention 
would take a recess until 1.30 p. m. 

The noon-day prayers were then said by the Rev. Dr. J. 
N. Chesnutt, and the Convention took a recess until the hour 
of afternoon session. 

On the re-assembling of the Convention, the Rev. Mr. 
Barnes, Superintendent of the Children’s Home Society for 
Montana, addressed the Convention in behalf of that soviety. 

The Rev. S. D. Hooker presented a Resolution sympathiz- 
ine with the charitable work carried 01 under Mr. Barnes sup- 
ervision, and moved its adoption: 

Whereas: We have listened with interest to a present- 
ation of the work of the Montana Children’s Home Society, by 
its Superintendent, the Rev. J. A. Barnes: and 

Whereas: We believe the Christian home with its sym- 
pathetic personality to be the Divinely appointed agency for 
the training of childhood: and 

Whereas: This Society seeks to find, and does find, for 
homeless children, good Christian homes, with kind fathers 
and loving mothers: 

Therefore, be it Resolved, that we heartily approve of the 
aim of this society as it has been presented to us, and as ex- 
pressed 1 in its national and state constitutions, as being the 
most.economic, humane, Christian and be neficient method of 
caring for homeless children. 

Resolved, that we commend this society under its present 
administration to all humane and charitable people, as worthy 
of their confidence and support, with the hope and prayer that 
it may soon receive that increased a) aan 3 which its greater 
efficiency demands.

On motion of the Rev. G. H. Kesselhuth the Report was 
accepted and made a partof the Proceedings of this Convention. 

The Rev. H. G. Wakefield presented and read the Report 
of the Committee appointed to consider means for improving 
the financial condition of the Montana Churchman, as follows: 

Your Committee appointed to consider the present condi- 
tion and the prospects of the Montana Churchman beg to re- 
port as fullows: We find that the cost of printing our Diocesan 
paper is $85 per month; that the average monthly receipts 
from subscriptions are $20, and that there is thereforea monthly 
deficit of $15. We find also that this deficit arises from the 
failure of subscribers to remit when their subscriptions become 
due. The present indebtedness amounts to $105, and there 1s 
in the bank, to the credit of the paper, $80.50. : 

Ist. In the face of these facts your Committee roaneeee 
fully recommends that the Business Manager of the Montana 
Ohurchman be requested to furnish to each clergyman of the. 
Diocese a list of those subscribers in his care who are delin-, 
quent, and each clergyman use his best endeavors to induce 
such delinquents to meet their obligations in this work. 

2nd. Realizing the impossibility of applying compulsion, 
we can only recommend further, that the clergy be strongly 
urged to secure more subscribers; tosee that subscriptions are 
regularly paid; and to use their personal influence to arouse 
and maintain an interest inthe paper among the members of 
their parishes or missions. 

8rd. To further ensure the safety of the publication in 
the future, we recommend that each clergyman in the Diocese 
be asked to assume, and become personally responsible for, a 
sum graduated by the number of his communicants and the 
probable amount of yearly deficit.

Butte, Montana, June 19, 1907. 


The Fourth Annual Meeting of the Woman’s Parochial and 
Missionary Society of the Diocese of Montana was held in St. 
John’s Ohurch, Butte, June 19th, opening at 9:30 a.m. The 
Holy Communion was celebrated by the Bishop, assisted by 
the Rev. Woodford P. Law. An address was delivered by the 
Bishop. -After the service the business meeting was called to 
order by the Vice-President, Mrs. J. L. Patterson. The Secre- 
tary called the roll and found twenty-nine delegates present. 
A motion was made and carried that all women present, be- 
longing to the Woman’s Parochial and Missionary Society of 
Montana and to organizations affiliated therewith, be given all 
privileges of this meeting. 

A motion was made and carried that a telegram of greet- 
ing be sent to our beloved President, Mrs. 8. D. Hooker, atSt. 
Peter’s Hospital, Helena. 

A telegram of greeting was.read from Mrs. Benjamin Mac- 
Donald, of Tacoma. Report of the Secretary was read and 
approved. The report of the Secretary of the Junior Auxiliary 
was read and approved. Several short reports were made on 
Junior work. The Treasurer’s report followed. The Treasurer 
reported that the morning offering amounted to $22.30. A 
motion was mace and carried that sufficient be added from the 
contingent fund to the morning offering to make the sum of 
$50, and that t!:'s sum be placed in the United Offering. 
| Miss Petti ne reported on the work done by the chapter 

of the Daughters of the King in St. John’s Parish, Butte, 
Mrs. Moore reported on the Alaska box, showing something 
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of an overflow, which, on motion, was ordered sent to such 
fields as the officers might decide best. 

Miss Rumsey reported on the work among Chinese in Helena. 
- Noon-day prayers were said by the Rev. S. C. Blackiston. The 
meeting then took arest until two o’clock. 

At two o’clock the meeting reconvened. After the sing- 
ing of Hymn 249, the Vice-President read the President’s ad- 
dress, written from St. Peter’s Hospital, Helena, where sick- 
ness has kept her for many weeks. 


THE PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 
Woman’s Day—June 19th, 1907. s 


This year I am writing to you from St. Peter’s Hospital, so 
I know from experience what a pleasure and comfort it is to 
patients to have the good women of Montana take an interest 
in their welfare. 

When I eat the jellies and preserves and pickles that kind 
hands have made for us, and use the table and bed-linen and 
towels that have been sent to us, my héart swells with grati- 
tude to the many unknown generous donors. 

A young man, who was here for many weeks with inflam- 
matory rheumatism, looked at his swollen feet when the Doe- 
tor said he could try to. walk a little, and replied, °**I can- 
not even put on a pair of slippers.’’ °“‘Never mind,”’ said the 
nurse, ‘‘we have loose cloth shoes that the ladies have sent to 
us; they will be just the thing you need.’’ And so they were, 
and ashe limped up and down the hall, I wished the person 
who had sent them and the long dressing gown he wore, could 
have seen how comfortable he was. 

There are so many homeless men in Montana, and I doubt 
if any of them are prepared for sickness, so when they come 
to the hospital it isacomfort to find there everything they need. 

Three of the wives of our clergy have been in the hospital 
the past year, and I know they are most grateful for the care 
and attention they received. I hope the women in their 
parishes will feel grateful, too, and remember the hospital with 
some gifts next year. 

The majority of people in Montana are not very rich, and 
in order that they can afford to come to the hospital the prices 
are made as low as possible. So it is often hard to pay the 
running expenses. Therefore every gift that is sent is that 
much help to the trustees. 

As I write, there is a little girl here six years old, who was 
brought in a week ago dying of pneumonia as the Doctor 
thought, but he felt there was a chance for her if she could 
have skilled nursing, Her nurse spared no pains and she 1s 
now out of danger. But she dances in a ten-cent traveling 
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show company, and already they have lost wages on account of 
her illness, and her father has no money for a longer stay, so. 
she must leave, when a week or two more would ensure her 
complete recovery. 

By another year the Bishop hopes to begin to build the 
new part of the hospital which is to be a Memorial to Mrs. 
Brewer. He expects'to have a children’s ward with a free bed 
in it for cases like the one above. The women are raising 
money to furnish some of the rooms in the new building. 1 | 
wish all the children would try to raise two or three hundred 
dollars to furnish this children’s ward, and afterwards see that. 
there is always plenty of books and toys to amuse the little 
ones who have to be there. 

Seven hundred and seventy doilars were pledged last year 
for the Bishop’s missionary. You will know by this time 
whether that amount has been raised. I hope we have given 
more than we promised. Every year we must do better, be- 
cause more people ought to be interested. No one knows bet- 
ter than I do how hard it is to make some women look beyond 
their own selfish interests, and when I ask you to try and arouse 
them to help with the Bishop’s missionary, or the United Off- 
ering, or to start the Babies’ Branch, or to take up Junior 
Auxiliary Work, I know it seems to be an almost impossible 
task, but if we conscientiously and enthusiastically do our duty 
and continue to do it, we have done our part. and in time-re- 
sults will come. 

Part of our duty is to be well informed ourselves as to the 
Church work in our own Diocese as well as in the world. I would 
like to know how many women present read the Montana 
Churchman, and know that we ““‘The Woman’s Auxiliary’’ have 
“a column in each number devoted to our work. How many of 
you have studied anything about missions this year, and know 
how fast God’s Kingdom is coming? You pray for its welfare 
every time you say the Lord’s Prayer. Is it a meaningless - 
phrase to you, or do you really care to have it come, and what 
are you doing to help it along? 

I hope it is not necessary to say more about the United 
Offering. Wehave kept it before you so constantly in the — 
past, Iam sure every Parish and Mission have sent in their 
contributions this year, and we shall have a larger amount to 
send to Richmond than we have ever sent before. If by any 
chance any of you have neglected to do this, it can be sent to 
our Treasurer, Mrs. Moore, any time before the last of August. 

We are to listen to three papers this afternoon, describing 
some of our Church work among ‘the negroes. The negro prob- 
lem is one of the important questions before the Church: to- 
day. In the past we have as a whole neglected this work, and 
at this time the few institutions we have, and the little we do, 
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is shamefully disproportionate to the great need. The first 
negroes were brought to this country in 1619 by the Dutch, who 
came up the James river in Virginia with twenty negroes in 
their ships and sold them to the planters. By 1776 the negro 
population through importation and natural increase had reach- 
ed a total of 500,000. Most of these were in the South, but 
for a long time there were many slaves held in the North, even / 
in New England. Asthe years wenton it was found they were 
not profitable laborers in the North, and so little by httle they 
disappeared from there, either being taken South and sold, or 
when they died they were not replaced. In the South their 
labor was profitable, and just before the civil war it was esti- 
mated they had increased to about three millions. Now, in 
fifteen Southern states, the census gives 8,300,000 negroes. 
And our own Church has about 9,500 communicants, or a ratio 
of one to 875. You may not realize how much the negroes out- 
number the whites in some of the Southern States. In Isga- 
quena County, Mississippi, six people in every hundred are 
white. In fourteen Counties in the South seven-eighths of the 
people are negroes; in fifty-four Counties three-fourths, and in 
one hundred and eight Counties, two-thirds. °‘To reach the 
negro, to meet his needs, and to lift up the race to the rank of 
good citizens and good Christians, the white people of the 
South have been and are confronted with poverty within their 
own body—poverty of numbers, poverty in education, poverty 
in purse.”’ 

Few people know how sparse is the nopulation of the South- 
ern States. The one small State of Massachusetts has almost 
as many cities of 25,000 inhabitants as there are in the whole 
Southern States put together, and Massachusetts also has 47 
cities with a white population of about 10,000, while all the 
States of the Confederacy have but 88. The total white popu- 
lation of the States of Alabama and South Carolina does not 
equal the white population of the city of Chicago, and the 
white population of New York exceeds the whole white popu- 
lation of the States of Alabama, Florida, Louisiana, Mississippi. 
and South Carolina. 

In regard to education they are far behind the North. “In 
the whole United States there are 231 counties in which 20 per — 
cent and over of white men of the voting age cannot read and 
write. Of these 231 Counties 210 are in the Southern States.’ 
And yet. out of their “‘poverty of purse,’’ which is easily 
noticed as one travels through the South, they spend a 
large proportion for educational purposes. *“‘In Alabama and 
the Carolinas 50 percent of the State revenues for general pur- 
poses are appropriated to the support of general education.” 

The negro as a race, with unnumbered generations of un- 
educated and undisciplined ancestors behind him, does not 
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care to work hard, though an increasing number do feel ambi- 
tions to better their condition. — But there are enough still of 
the unambitious to make a problem that seems sometimes al- 
- most too difficult to solve. 

Fortunately, the thought of a difficulty rouses some people 
to action. Booker T. Washington, for example, who said not 
long ago, “It is good to be permitted to live in an age when 
great, serious and perplexing problems are to be met and 
solved. For my part I would not care to live in a period when 
there was no weak part of the human family to be helped up 
and no wrong to be righted.”’ | 
It is only through struggle and the surmounting of diffi- 
culties that races, like individuals, are made strong, powerful 
and useful. The wise men who are studying the negro problem 
feel that the present need is for education along moral, literary 
and industrial lines. You will hear later about our.two large 
schools for the negroes. Scholarships from $25 to $40 are need- 
edin them; smaller sums can also be used. It costs $5 a day 
to run St. Agnes’ Hospital.. Cannot some of you inform your- 
selves on this. subject and try to arouse an interest in it 
among your neighbors and friends? .This is a duty that hes 
near our door. Itisa grave problem for the American people 
to face. _We women can help to solve it. Supposing we all 
felt our responsibility; supposing we were heart-and soul in- 
terested in this subject; supposing we would say: “‘If-you 
need schools and hospitals: and churches, we will work for 
them; we will give our time and money to teach these negroes 
to be useful and honorable citizens of our great and well- 
beloved country,’’ what an impulse this would ive to the work 
what great things c-uld be accomptished! 

When I think of what you women could do if you only 
would, not only for the negroes but in your own parishes and 
for your brothers and sisters all over the world, I feel that itis 
worth while spending one’s life trying to inter est you in it, and 
using every effort to place it before you so_that at last you may 
feel that it is your work. 

My Dear Sisters, will you not join us in trying to make 
others feel the beauty and happiness of doing this work for 
God, of making His will to be done on earth as it is in Heaven?

Augustine’s School by Mrs. J. B. Lockwood of Helena; the 
second on St. Paul’s Normal and Industrial School, at Law- 
renceville, Virginia, read by Mrs. H. H. Nell of Anaconda. 

A discussion of Mission Classes followed, led by Mrs. 
Moore of Butte. Dr. Rufus Clark, Secretary of the Sixth Mis- 
sionary Department, made a short talk on the work of the 
Auxilliary, the subject of Missions Classes and especially the 
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education which would result from an increased circulation of 
the Spirit of Missions. Mrs. Mynard, Mrs. Cobban, the Rev. 
Mr. MacWilliams, the Rev. Mr. Bateman participated i in she 
discussion. 

The Bishop was called upon to speak on the relation of our 
organization to the Woman’s Auxiliary. 

Miss Withers read a letter of thanks from the Superin- 
tendent of St. Peter’s Hospital to the branches which had re- 
membered the Hospital by sending boxes of supplies and 
dainties in memory of Mrs. Brewer, on March 17th. 

A call for pledges for the “‘Bishop’s Missionary’’ resulted 
as follows: Anaconda, $80.

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CONSTITUTION 


Article I. The Diocese of Montana, as a constituent part 
of the body known as the Protestant Episcopal Church, in the 
United States of America, accedes to, recognizes and adopts 
the General Constitution and Canons of the Church, and 
acknowledges its authority accordingly. 

Article II. There shall be a Convention of the Diocese on 
the third Sunday of June in each year, at such place as shall 
be appointed by the Bishop, or in case of his inability to act or 
of a vacancy in the Episcopate, by the Standing Committee. 
The Bishop and Standing: Committee shall have .power to 
change the time and place of the meeting of the Convention. 

Article III. The Bishop may call Special Conventions 
when he shall judge it conducive to the good of the Church. 
In case of his inability to do so, or if there shall be a vacancy 
in the Episcopate. the Standing Committee shall have the 
power to call a Special Conventions such call to be made by a 
circular letter to all the Clergy, Parishes and Organized Mis- 
sions, issued at least thirty days before the day appointed for 
the Special Convention, stating the business for which the 
Convention is called; and no other business than that for which 
it is called shall be transacted by a Special Convention without 
‘unanimous consent. 

Article IV. 1. The Oonvention shall be composed of 
Clergymen and Laymen. Every Clergyman, personally and 
eanonically resident in the Diocese, shall be entitled to a seat 
and vote in the Convention; provided, however, that no Cler- 
gyman shall be entitled to vote for a Bishop, unless he shall 
have been actually and canonically a resident of the Diocese at 
least six months prior to the Election. 

2. The Lay members shall consist of male Delegates, not 
exceeding five from each Parish, and three from each Organ- 
ized Mission, and three from each Parochial Mission, in union 
with the Convention. The Lay Delegates from each Parish 
shall be chosen by the Vestry thereof, and the Lay Delegates 
from each Organized Mission shall be chosen by the Vestry 
Committee-thereof, and the Lay Delegates from each Parochial 
Mission, by the Authority in charge thereof. Lay Delegates, a 
majority of whom shall be Communicants, shall be at least 
twenty-one years of age, stated worshippers in the Parish or 
Mission which they represent, and, if representing a Parish, 
they shall be qualified Electors of the same. — 
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3. All officers of the Convention and all members of the 
Boards and Committees elected by the Convention, when not 
Delegates to the same, shall be entitled ex-officio to seats in 
the Convention, and with the approval of the President, shall 
have the right to speak on the subjects pertaining to their 
respective offices, but without the right to vote. 

Article V. Every Convention shall be opened with the 
Prayers of the Church. On the first morning of the Convention 
there shall be a Sermon, Address or Charge by the Bishop, or 
a Sermon by some Presbyter appointed by him, and there shall 
always be a Celebration of the Holy Communion. 

Article VI. 1. -The Bishop shall be the President of any 
Convention, but if there be no Bishop, or if he be absent or 
unable to act, the members shall elect a President from among 
the Presbyters. 

2. At every Annual Convention a Secretary shall be 
~chosen from among the Clerical members, who shall remain 
in office until his swecessor be elected. His duties shall be to 
take minutes and record all proceedings of the Convention, to 
attest its public acts, preserve its records, give notice of the 
times and places of all Annual and Special Conventions, and 
faithfully deliver to his successor all books and papers relative 
and belonging to the Convention which may be in his 
possession. | 

8. <A Treasurer shall be chosen by the Convention, to hold 
office until his suecessor shall be elected at an Annual Conven- 
tion. His duties shall be those commonly pertairing to the 
office, and he shall make a report to each Annual Convention. 
In case of vacancy in the office of Secretary or Treasurer, the © 
place shall be filled by appointment of the Ecclesiastical 
Authority. 

4 A Registrar shall be chosen by the Convention, to hold 
office until his successor shall be elected. | . 

Article VII. 1. One-third of all the Clergy entitled to 
seats in the Convention, and Representatives from not less 
than three Parishes or Organized Missions, shall constitute a 
quorum to do business; but a less number may adjourn from 
time to time. 

~2. The Clerical and Lay members of the Convention shall 
sit and deliberate in one body;:and every question, unless it > 
be otherwise provided in this Constitution, shall be decided by 
a majority of the members present; provided, however, that 
in voting on proposed Amendments to the Constitution or 
Canons, and in any other case when requested by five members, — 
the vote shall be taken by Orders, and a concurrence of the 
‘two Orders shall determine the vote of the Convention; pro- 
vided, also, that in voting by Orders, each Parish or Mission 
shall be entitled to but one vote. 
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Article VIII. The election of a Bishop shall be only at an 
Annual Convention, or at a Special Convention duly called 
for that purpose. Nominations may be made in open Conven- 
tion; but after nominations are closed, the two Orders shall 
separate, and each Order shall elect its swn Chairman and 
Secretary. The Clergy shall then choose Ly ballot some fit and 
qualified person for the office of Bishop, and shall communi- 
cate their choice to the President of the Convention and to the 
Lay’ Delegates. The Lay Delegates shall thereupon vote by 
ballot upon the approval of the choice thus made by the Clergy, 
and shall communicate the result of this vote to the President 
of the Convention... The President shall then reassembie the 
Convertion and declare the result of the votes, and if the 
person chosen by the Clergy shall have been approved by the 
Lay Delegates, he shall be declared to be duly elected. 

The Election of a Bishopshall be determined by a majority 
in each Order; provided, however, that if less than two-thirds 
of all the Clergy entitled to vote be present, two-thirds of the 
votes in each Order shall be necessary to determine the 
Election, | ; 

Article IX. The Convention shall elect annually a Stand- 
ing Committee, to consist of three Presbyters and three Lay- 
men, Communicants of the Church, who shall continue in office 
until their successors are elected, and shall have the power to 
fill any vacancy occurring in their body.. In case of.a vacancy 
in the Episcopate, or when the Bishop is incapable of acting, 
the Standing Committee shall constitute the Ecclesiastical 
Authority of the Diocese, for all purposes declared in the Con- 
stitution and Canons. The said Presbyters must be entitled to. 
seats in the Convention, and the Laymen must be members of 
some Parish, Organized Mission or Parochial Mission in union 
with the Convention. The Committee shall at its first meeting 
choose one of its Clerical members for President, and one of its 
members for Secretary. Any four members (the whole having 
been summoned) shall make a quorum, unless in any case their 
own rules require a larger number; and they shall make Rules 
of meetings aud business as they see fit. 

Article X. Deputies from this Diocese to the General 
Convention shall be elected at the Annual Convention next 
preceding any stated General Convention; and the Deputies 
thus elected shall continue in office for three years. An equal 
_number of Supplemental Deputies shall also be appointed in 
the same manner; from whon, in the order of priority of elec-. 
tion, the Bishop shall fill vacancies which may occur among 
the Deputies before or during the sessions of the General 
Convention. 

Article XI. The Election of all Officers provided for in 
this Constitution shall be by ballot; provided, however, that

by unanimous consent, when only one person shall have been 
placed in nomination, the ballot may be dispensed with. 
Article XII. This Constitution shall not be altered or 
amended in any: Article unless the Amendment shall have 
been proposed and approved at an Annual Convention, pub- 
lished at large in its Journal, and adopted at the next Annual 
Convention by a two-thirds vote of all the members present. 


CANONS 


CANON I. 
Of Clergymen Entitled to Seats. 


Immediately before the meeting of any Convention of this 
Diocese, the Bishop shall deliver to the Secretary a List of all 
the Clergy canonically an:! personally resident in the Diocese; 
and entitled to seats in the Conventions, together with the 
names of their respective cures, Parishesand stations, or places 
of residence. -This List shall determine the right of any 
Clergyman to a seat in the Convention, subject, however, to 
correction by the Convention, in accordance with the Constitu- 


tion and Canons. 
CANON II. 


Of Lay Delegates. 


The Vestry of each Parish, or the Vestry Committee of 
each Organized Parochial Mission, ata meeting duly convened, 
may elect Lay Delegates to represent such Parish or Mission in 
the Convention, according to Article III. of the Constitution. 
The appointment of Lay Delegates shall be certified in writing 
by the Chairman of the meeting at which they are elected, and 
attested by the Clerk of the Vestry or the Secretary of the 
Vestry Committee,- and the Certificate shall state that the 
Delegate or Delegates therein named are duly qualified accord- 
ing to the provisions of Article lV. of the Constitution. The 
form of such Oertificate may be prescribed by the Convention, 
and when so prescribed no other Certificate of the Appoint- 
ment of Lay Delegates to the Convention shall be allowed or 
received. The Certificate shall be in duplicate, and one copy 
forwarded to the Secretary of the Convention, the other given 
to one of the Lay Delegates. A copy of this Canon and of the 
above cited Section of the Constitution, shall be sent to every 
Parish and Mission in the Diocese, along with the notice of the 
meeting of the Convention. 
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CANON IIL. | 
Of the Organization of the Convention. 


1. On the second day, after Morning Prayer, the Conven- 
tion shall be called to order for business by the Bishop, if he 
be present, if not, by the senior Presbyter present. 

2. The Secretary shall call the Roll of the Clergy aceord- 
ing to the List furnished him by the Bishop. He shall then 
call the names of the Parishes and Missions entitled to repre- 
sentation, when Lay Delegates shall present their Certificates. 
These shall be referred to a Committee on Credentials to be 
appointed by the Presiding Officer, and this Committee shall 
report without delay all regular Certificates, others being tem- 
porarily laid aside. The Secretary shall then call the names of 
the Delegates whose Certificates are thus found regular. 

3. If aconstitutional quorum be present, the Presiding 
Officer shall declare the Convention: ¢pen for business, and if 
the Bishop be not present the first business shall be the elec- 
tion of a President, according to Article VI. of the Constitu- 
tion. A President having been elected, he shall take the 
chair immediately. 

4. Irregular and defective Certificates of Election of Lay 
Delegates, which were referred to the Committee on Creden- 
tials, shall now be reported, together with any evidence re- 
garding contested seats, and the Convention shall decide as to 
the admission of Delegates named in such Certificates, and 
shall decide ail contests. 

5. Then shall follow the election of a Secretary, and also 
of a Treasurer and Registrar, if it be necessary. (See Article 
VI. of the Constitution. ) 

6. Further order of business shall be as provided in the 
Rules of Order. The Rules of Order of the last preceding 
- Annual Coiuvention shall be the Rules of Order until they are 
changed by a vote of a majority of the Convention. 


CANON IV. 
Of the Officers of the Convention. 


1. The President, as a member of the Convention, is en-. 
titled to the same privileges of membership that are accorded 
to every other member. 

2. Itshall be: the duty of the Secretary to notify each 
Olergyman, or, in ease of vacancy, the Vestry or Vestry Com- 
mittee, in the Diocese thirty days before the time appointed 
for the meeting of any,Convention, of the time and place of 
such meeting, sending to the proper officers blanks for Parish 
Reports and for Certificates of Lay Delegates. He shall pre- 
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pare the Journal of Convention and procure its publication. 
He shall send annually a copy of the Journal to the Seeretary 
of the last House of Clerical and Lay Deputies, and to the Sec- 
retary of each Diocesan Convention, and he shall request of the 
latter copies of the Journals of their respective Diocese in ex- 
change. He shall send to each General Convention a Certificate 
of the Election of Clericai and ay Deputies, in accordance 
with Canon 46, Article I, Section 2, of Canons of the General 
Convention. 

3. The Treasurer shall receive and disburse all the funds 
of the Convention, as shal] be ordered by the Convention. He 
shall deliver to his successor in office, all moneys, vouchers and 
records in his possession which may relate or belong to his 
office. and he shall give a bond for the faithful performance of 
his duties, in an amount which shall be fixed from time to time 
by the Standing Committee. 

4, Itshall be the duty of the Registrar to secure hishars 
ical information pertaining to the work of the Church in the 
Diocese of Montana, and preserve all records pertaining thereto. 


CANON V. 


Of the Organization and Constitution of Parishes, 


Any number of adult male Communicants of the Church, 

not less than six, residing in this Diocese, may, with the con- 
sent of the Bishop, organize themselves into a Parish, as fol- 
lows:

This notice shall also contain such other information 
as may be necessary to enable the Bishop to judge of the pro- 
priety and feasibility of the proposed organization. A Oertifi- 
cate from the Bishop of his approval and consent will be essen- 
tial to further proczeding. 

2. The consentof the Bishop having been received, notice 
shall be given on some occasion of Publie Worship, at least two 
weeks prior to the time appointed for the meeting, that per- 
sons belonging to the Protestant Episcopal Church, or desirous 
of becoming members of the same, will meet at atime and 
place specified, for the purpose of organizing a Parish, adopt- 
ing the prescribed Constitution of the Parish, and electing the 
requisite number of Wardens and Vestrymen. This notice 
shall be given by the Clergyman in charge, if there be one, if 
not, by some other Clergyman, invited to hold service and give 
the notice, and also to preside at the meeting, thereby ap- 
pointed for Organization. 

3. Atthe time of the meeting the aforesaid Clergyman 
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shall preside, a Secretary shall be appointed, and a book pro- 
» vided for the Minutes, in which the first record shall be a list

ARTICLE IL. ACCEDING TO CHURCH DISCIPLINE, Ere. 


. This Parish, as a constituent part of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church in ‘the Diocese of: Montana, expressly accedes to, 
recognizes and adopts the Constitution, Canons, Doctrines, 
Discipline and Worship of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
the’ United States of America, and the Constitution and 
Canons of the Protestant Episcopal Church in this Diocese, and 
recognizes their authority accordingly. 


ARTICLE If. THE VESTRY. 


Section |. The affairsof the Parisk shall be conducted by 
a Vestry, consisting of the Rector, if there be one, two (2) 
Wardens and (not less than three or more than ten) Vestry- 
men. 

Sec. 2. The Rector, if there be one, shall be ex-officio 
member of the Vestry and President thereof, with right to 
vote, and in case of a tie, to give the casting vote. 

Sec. 8.. The Wardens shall be designated as Senior War- 
den and Junior Warden, respectively. They shall be Commu- 
nicants and qualified Electors of the Parish. 

Sec. 4. The Vestrymen shall be qualified Electors of the 
Parish. | 

Sec. 5. Atall meetings of the Vestry or Parish, the Rector 
shall preside; if there be none, or if he be absent, the Senior 
Warden, or in the°case of his absence, the Junior Warden, 
shall preside. If all three be absent the meeting shall elect.a 
Presiding Officer. 

Sec. 6. The Vestry of the Parish Aitnie at the first meeting 
after the annual election, chooze, by ballot, a Clerk and a’ 
Treasurer, whose duties shall be those usually pertaining to 
such offices. 

Sec. 7. The members of the Vestry shall continue in 
office until their successors are duly elected and qualified, and 
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shall be considered Trustees of the Parish in accordance with 
the laws of this State for the Incorporation of Religious So- 


cieties. 
ARTICLE IV. ELECTORS. 


Section 1. All adult males, members of the Church by 
Baptism, who have been connected with the Parish for at least 
three months before any Parish meeting, and all adult males 

who have for at least six months prior to any Parish meeting 
- contributed to the expenses of the Parish in the manner 
adopted and practiced by such Parish, shall be qualified Elec- 
tors of such Parish meeting. 

Sec. 5. Atany Parish meeting, the Presiding Officer, with 
two Tellers—one appointed by him and one chosen by the meet- 
ing—shall determine the qualifications of any person offering 


to vote. . 
ARTICLE V. ANNUAL ELECTIONS. 


The qualified electors of the Parish shall meet annually on 
Monday of Easter week, and elect two Wardens and. 
Vestrymen, in accordance with Article IIL., Sections 1 3 and 
4, of this Constitution, who shall continue in office during 
one year, or until their successors are elected and qualified. 
Provided, however, that it may be lawful for any Parish to 
provide by its By- Laws for the division cf 1ts Vestrymen into 
classes, who may hold office for a longer period than one year. 
one of such classes being elected each year. 


ARTICLE VI. VESTRY MEETINGS. 

Section 1. Regular meetings of the Vestry shall be held 
at least once in three months. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings may be held at such times as the 
Rector or any two of the members may desire, after at least 
three days’ notice. 

ARTICLE VII. VACANCIES. 

Section 1. Whenever a vacancy shall occur in the office of 
Rector, such vacancy shall be filled by election of the Vestry, 
subject to the approval of the Bishop. 

Sec. 2. The Vestrymen may fill vacancies occurring in 
their own number. . 


ARTICLE VIII. BY-LAWS. 

The Vestry may adopt such By-Laws as shall be necessary 
for the transaction of business, not inconsistent with the pro- ~ 
visions of the Constitution and Canons of the Protestant Epis-. 
copal Church in the United States of America, and of the Dio- | 
cese of Montana, andof this Constitution. ‘ 


ARTICLE IX. ALTERATIONS OF CONSTITUTION. 
Alterations, amendments and additions to the Constitution 
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may, at any time, be made by the Annual Convention of the 
Diocese of Montana. 

5. Upon the adoption of this Constitution the meeting 
shall proceed to elect one Senior Warden, one Junior Warden 
and such number of Vestrymen as the Constitution adopted 
shall specify. The Rector of the Parish shall be elected by 
the Vestry at the first meeting after the organization is com- 
plete. 

6. The meeting shall then, by resolution, instruct the 
Vestry to prepare and file Ar ticles of Incorporation under the 
laws of the State cf Montana, and to adopt a: seal; also to 
make application at the next succeeding Annual Convention 
of the Diocese of Montana for admission thereto. 

7. The Minutes of Proceedings of this meeting signed by 
the President and attested by the Secretary, shall be preserved 
in the records of the Parish. <A transcript of the same, signed 
and attested in the same manner, shall immediately be sent to 
the. Bishop, and if he approves, he shall thereupon certify that 
the Organization is complete, which Certificate shall also be 
preserved with the Records of Organization. | 

8. In case application shall be made for the formation of 
a new Parish within the limits of an existing Parish or Parishes, 
the Rector and Vestry of such Parish or Parishes shall be noti- 
fied of such application by the Standing Committee; and the - 
matter shall then be determined according to the provisions of 
Section 1, Canon 8, Title III. of the Digest. : 

9. Any Parish constituted under this Canon may by vote 
of the Convention, at an Annual Meeting, be admitted to union 
therewith, on making application by a duly authorized Dele- 
gate, whose authority shall be attested by the Olerk of the

CANON VL 


On Organized Missions, 


10. The Convention may, by general Canon, or by a vote 
on a special case, assign territorial limits to Parishes; but in 
case no such limits shall have been assigned, the limits of a 
Parish shall be those of a city or town in which the Church 


stands. No Parigh or Mission shall be formed within the. 


limits of an existing Parish without the consent first given of 
the Rector and Vestry of such Parish; and the same rule shall 
apply in case of a change of site of any existing Church, Chapel 
or Mission; provided, however, that in every case of consent: 
withheld, the consent of the Bishop and Standing Committee, 
after notice to all parties interested, shall be sufficient. 

1. The Bishop shall have sole power to establish an Or- 
ganized Mission, except in that case referred to in Canon V., 
Paragraph 10, when the consent of the Standing Committee 
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beeomes necessary. A Mission shall be considered an Organ- 
ized Mission for all purposes mentioned in these Constitutions 
and Canons, when the Bishop shall have appointed a Vestry 
Committee of not less than three, and this Vestry Committee 
shall have perfected its organization by the election of officers. 
The Minister, if there be one, shall be appointed by the 
Bishop, and shall be ex-officio Chairman of the Vestry Com: 
mittee. The Vestry Committee shall appoint a Secretary and 
a Treasurer from their own number, and if there be no. Minis- 
ter, they shall also elect a Chairman. 

2. A Mission organized within an existing Parish shall be 
called a Parochial Mission. 

3. A Mission may be admitted into union with the Con- 
vention, by vote at an Annual Meeting of the Convention, on 
presenting a Oertificate from the Bishop of its establishment 
as an Organized or Parochial Mission in accordance with this 
Oanon, and acceding to the Constitution anc: Canons, and 
making application for admission by a duly authorized Dele- 
gate, whose authority shall be attested by the Secretary of the 
Vestry Committee, or in the case of the Parochial Mission; by 
the Authority in charge thereof. If the Authorized Delegate 
shall not be in attendance at-the Convention, to which an 
Organized Mission desires to apply for admission, the Mission 
- may be admitted on the presentation of his duly attested cer- 
tificate, accompanied by his written application for the admis- 
sion of the Organized Mission. 

4. All property of an Organized Mission sine be vested 
in “‘the Trustees of the Diocese of Montana,’’? who shall hold 
the same for the benefit of said Mission, until such time as it 
shall be duly organized as‘‘a Parish, when the said property 
may be transferred to the Parish Corporation. 


CANON VIL 
On Reports of Parishes sat Missions. 


1. Inorder to carry out the provisions of Canon 47, Sec- 
tion 1, of the Digest, it is hereby required that every Olergy- 
man of this Diocese shall keep a: Register of all the Baptisms, 
Marriages and Funerals solemnized by him, specifying the 
‘namessof the persons baptized and their sponsors, of the par- 
ties married, and of the persons buried, and the time when 
each rite was performed. If the Olergyman be in charge of a 
Parish or: Mission,~he shall-make these entries in a Parish 
Register; and-he shall also enter therein the names of persons 
confirmed, and shall keep in said Register a list of the Com- 
municants of the Parish or -Mission. In case of the Clergy- 
man’s removal, this Register «shall. be. deposited with one of 
sthe Wardeas,:or: with: the: Qhaipman. ef the Vestry Committee ; 
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and in such case the Wardens or the Chairman shall cause all 
needful entries to be made in the Register until the Parish or 
Mission shall be again in charge of a Clergyman of the Church. 


2.. Each Clergyman of this Diocese having charge of a 
Parish or Mission, or if.a. Parish or. Organized Mission be va- 
cant, the Wardens or the Chairman of the Vestry Committee 
shall present or cause to be delivered, on the first day of June, 
or as soon as possible thereafter, preceding every Annual Con- 
vention, to the Bishop of the Diocese, or, if there be no Bishop, 
to the President of the Convention, a Statement and Report in 
the following form:

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3. No Name need be dropped from the Parish Register 
because the person is not reckoned a present Communicant for 
the purposes of the Annual Report. 

4. The items under this Report shall be for the year end- 
ing May 81st. . 

5. The Clergyman, Wardens or Chairman shall further 
report all other matters that may throw light on the state of 
the Parish or Mission. 

6. Every other Clergyman not in charge of a Parish or Mis- 
sion shall report the occasional services he may have performed; 
and if he shall have performed no such service, the cause or 
reasons which may have prevented the same. These Reports, 
or such parts of them as the Bishop may see fit, may be read 
in Convention, and shall be entered in the Convention Journal. 

7. At every Visitation the Rector, or the Wardens or 

Chairman, if the Parish or Mission be vacant, shall submit the 
Parish Register to the Bishop for his inspection. 
8. The basis of Financial Assessments laid by the Con- 
vention upon Parishes or Missions, unless otherwise specially 
ordered, shall be the amount reported for the preceding year 
for “Current Expenses, including Salaries,’’ being the first 
item in the Parish Report under “‘Expenditures Parochial.”’ 
This shall be understood to mean all Salaries and other Ex- 
pense as are constant and periodical, such as music, fuel, 
lights, sexton, etc. 


CANON VIII. 
On the Board of Missions. 


1. The Diocesan Board of Missions shall consist of the 
Bishop, five other Clergymen, the Treasurer of the Diocese and 
five other Laymen, to be elected by the Convention annually, 
four of whom shall constitute a quorum. The object of the 
Board shall be the promotion and extension of the Missionary 
operations of the Church in the, Diocese. 

2. A meeting shall be held for the organization of the 
Board and the arrangement of its work, immediately after the 
election of its members by the Convention. Other meetings 
may be called by the Chairman as desired. 

8. The Board shall have the power to elect a Secretary or 
aby other officer it may deem necessary, but the Bishop shall 
be ex-officio Chairman, and the Treasurer of the Diocese shall 
be ex-officio Treasurer. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, 
the Board shall elect one of its members as Chairman. The: 
Board shall have power to make appeals to the Parishes and 
Missions for the raising of money for the support of its work, 
and to disburse the same as hereinafter provided. 

4. The Treasurer shall be the custodian of all funds con- 
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tributed or collected fcr Diocesan Missions, and apy other 
funds, for the care of which no other provision shall have been 
made. He shall pay out these funds only on the order of the 
Board or the Bishop. 

5. An annual Report of all its proceedings shall be sub- 
mitted to the Convention by the Secretary of the Board, with 
a detailed statement of its Receipts and Expenditures by the 
Treasurer. 

6. If at any time a demand shall arise for a subdivision 
of the Diocese into Missionary Convoecations for the more 
effective administration of the Church’s work, it shall be in 
the power of the Board to subdivide, and to make rules for the 
government of the several Convocations, the whole work being 
under the immediate supervision of the Board until the next 
annual meeting of the Convention. 


CANON IX. 


On Assessments and Offerings, 


1. The Secretary and Treasurer of the Oonvention shall 
be a Standing Committee on Assessments. It shall be their 
duty to levy upon each Parish and Organized Mission an Assess- 
ment sufficient to defray the regular and incidental expenses 
of the Convention, and to constitute what shall be known as 
the ‘‘Convention Fund.”’ 

-2. It shall be their duty to levy upon each Parish and Mis- 

sion-a sum equal to fiftv cents for each Communicant of such 
Parish or Mission for the Episcopate fund of Montana. The 
Report of this Committee upon these Assessments shall be 
made before the final adjournment of each Annual Convention, 
and shall be published in the Journal. 

3. At least one Offering shall be taken in .each Parish or 
Mission every year for each of the following purposes: For the 
Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund, recommended for Christmas 
Day; for General Missions, recommended for the Epiphany or ~ 
Lenten Season; for Diocesan Missions, to be obligatory on the 
occasion of the Bishop’s official visit to each Parish or Mission. 


CANON xX. 


Of the Trustees of the Episcopate Fund of Montana. . 


1. There shall be five Trustees appointed by the Conven- 
tion. to whom the management and care of the Fund for the 
support of the Episcopate in this Diocese shall be entrusted. 
This Board of Trustees shall consist of two Clergymen and three 
Laymen, one of whom shall be elected at each Annual Oon- 
vention. 

Such Trustees shall hold office for the tone of five years 
each, and until their successors shall be duly elected. 
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2. Said Board of Trustees of the Episcopate Fund of Mon- 
tana shall become a body corporate under the laws of the State 
of Montana, for the purpose herein specified, and until such 
Corporation is created, the duties, obligations and liabilities 
herein imposed, and the rights and privileges granted to the 
Board of Trustees of the Episcopate Fund shall be imposed 
upon and enjoyed by the Corporation heretofore. organized 
under authority of the Missionary District of Montana, and 
known as the Trustees of the Episcopate Fund of Montana. 
All of the provisions of these Canons shall apply to the said 
Corporation and its members with the same force and effect as 
if it had been created by the Convention. | 

3. Itshall be the duty of said Trustees to take, hold and 
administer all funds and other property which may be entrusted 
to them for the Endowment of the Episcopate of Montana, and 
to invest the same as safely and securely as their judgment 
shall determine. 

4. They shall remit before the first days cf ‘ceo April. 
July and October in each year, the sums received by them as 
income of said Endowment Fund, to the Treasurer of the Dio- 
cese, and the receipt of said Treasurer shall be a proper Voucher 
for said Trustes in rendering their Annual Report to the Con- 
vention of the Diocese. 
| 5. <A statement of the proceedings of said Trustees, ex- 
hibiting the condition of the. Fund hereby entrusted to their 
charge, together with the items of Receipts and Disburse- 
ments, with the Vouchers thereof, shall be submitted to each — 
Annual Convention. 


CANON XI. 


On Salaries. — 


The salary of the Bishop shall be determined by the Con- 
vention, and shall be paid quarterly by-the Treasurer of the 
Diocese, on the first days of January, April, July and October 
in each year; and the Bishop shall have the use of the Episco- 
-pal residence. 


CANON XII. 
Of the Trustees of the Diocese of Montana. 


1. There shall be a Board of Trustees, to be calied the - 
Treasurer of the Diocese of Montana, to consist of five mem- 
-bers, of whom the Bishop of this Diocese shall be, ex-officio, 
one. Of the remaining members, two shall be Clergymen, and 
‘two Laymen, all personally and canonically resident within 
the Diocese. One of said Trustees shall be elected at each 
Annual Convention of this Diocese, whose term of office shall 
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begin on the first day of July succeeding his election, and 
shall continue for four years, and until his successor is duly 
elected. Incase of a vacancy occurring during the period in- 
tervening between two Annual Conventions. such vacancy 
shalt be tilled by election of the remaining Trustees until the 
vacancy shall be filled -by the action of the Annual Conven- 
tion. The removal of any Trustee from the Diocese, shall, 
1pso facto, vacate his office as Trustee. 

2; “The Board of Trustees of the Diocese of Montana”? 
shall be a body corporate under the laws of the State of Mon- 
tana, for the purpose of taking and holding in trust and ad- 
ministering any property, real ann personal, given or acquired 
for objects connected with the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
the Diocese of Montana, other than that held by Parochial and 
other Corporations duly organized. Provided, however, that 
until such Corporation is created, the duties, obligations and 
liabilities herein imposed, and the rights and privileges hereby 
granted to the Board of Trustees of the Diocese of Montana, 
shall be imposed upon and enjoyed by the Corporation hereto- 
fore organized under the authority of the Missionary District 
of Montana, known as the Trustees of the Diocese of Montana, 
and all the provisions of these Canons shall apply to the said 
Corporation and its members with the same force and effect 
as if it had been created by this Convention. Such property 
shall be held by said Corporation solely for the purpose desig- 
nated, and an annual Report shall be made to the convention as 
to the amount and condition of the property in its hands. 

38. The Bishop shall be President of the Corporation anda. 
Treasurer shall be appointed by its members, whose duty it 
shall be under the direction of said Corporation, to receive and 
pay out all money, and to take charge of all deeds and papers 
which may be entrusted to said Corporation for the use and 
benefit of said Church, and to keep its books, accounts and 
records; and who shall give such security for the faithful per- 
formance of his duty as may. be required by the Corporation. — 
, 4. The Corporation: shall conform to such instructions as 
may, from time to time, be given by the Convention of the 
Diocese. The Corporation shall have no power to convey the 
title of any property held in trust by them, except by permis- 
sion of the Convention of the Diocese aforesaid; - provided, 
however, that this restriction shall not apply to properties de- 
rived from specific legacies, unless in the case of Church 
grounds and buildings, or to property acquired by the Corpora- 
tion as an investment. « . 

5, Any Organized Parish may of its own election, transfer 
the title to any property in its possession to this Corporation, 
to be held in trust for the purpose of its designation, and to be 
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re-transferred at the request of such Parish, and by the consent 
of the Convention. 

6. The Trustees of the Diocese of Montana shall be the 
custodians of the Missionary Endowment Fund of Montana, 
and shall pay any sums received as income of said Fund to the 
Treasurer of the Buard of Missions quarterly in each year, be- 
fore the first days of January, April, July and October. 


CANON XIII. 
Of the Records of the Standing Committee, 


It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Standing Com- 
mittee to keep a Journal of its proceedings, which shall be 
subject to the inspection of the Convention, and to prepare an 
Abstract of the Journal each year, under the direction of the 
Committee, and present the same to the Annual Convention. 
The Abstract shall specify the time and place of each meeting 
of the Committee during the year; the names of those present; 
the names of those recommended to the Bishop to be admitted 
Oandidates for Holy Orders, or to be ordained Deacons or 
Priests; and the substance of all other matters which shall 
have been brought before them, and such Abstracts shall be 
entered on the Journals of the Conv ention, and published 


therewith. 
CANON XIV. 


_ On Attending the Meetings <f the Convention. 


The regular attendance of the Clergy and the Lay Dele- 
gates at the meetings of the Convention is of essential conse- 
. quence to the interest of the Church. Therefore, such attend- 
ance is hereby enjoined upon them as a duty. And no member 
of this Convention shall leave the same during its sessions 

without having applied for and received leave of absence. 


CANON XV. 


Of Proceedings in Case a Clergyman Be Accused, by Public Rumor 
or Otherwise, of Offenses for Which He May Be Tried, 


1. Whenever a Clergyman of this Diocese shall become 

liable to Presentment and Trial under the provisions of any 
Canon of the General or Diocesan Conventiofi, the Present- 
ment shall be in writing, addressed to the Bishop of the Dio- 
cese, specifying the offenses of which the accused is alleged to be 
guilty, with reasonable certainty as to time, place and circum. 
stance. Such Presentment may be made. by the majority of 
the Vestry of any Parish of which the accused may be Minis- 
ter, or by any five members of a Mission of which he may have 
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eharge, or by any three Presbyters of this Diocese entitled to 
seats in the Convention, or as hereinafter mentioned. 

2. Whenever, from public rumor or otherwise, the Bishop 
shall have reason to believe that any Clergyman is under im- 
putation of having been guilty of any offense or misconduct, 
for which he is liable to be tried, and that the interests of the 
Church require an investigation, ‘it shall be his duty to appoint 
five persons, of whom three at least shall be Presbyters, to ex- 
amine the case—a majority of whom shall make such examina- 
tion; and if there is, in their opinion, sufficient ground for 
‘ Presentment, they shall present the Clergyman accordingly. 


3. Any Priest or Deacon of the Diocese may, for himself, 


request of the Bishop the inquiry provided for in this Canon, 
in which case it shail be instituted and shall proceed in accord- 
ance with the above requirements. 


CANON XVI. 


On the Trial of a Clergyman. 


1. A Presentment being made in any of the modes above 
described, if the facts charged shall not appear to the Bishop 
to be such as to constitute an offense, he may dismiss it; or if 

it allege facts, some of which do, and some of which do not 
constitute an offense, he mav allow it in part and dismiss the 
residue, or he may permit it to be amended. When it shall be 
allowed in whole or in part, the Bishop shall cause a copy of it 
to be served on the accused, and shall nominate nine Presbyters 
of this Diocese, entitled to seats in the Convention, and not 
being patties to the Presentment, and cause a list of their

names to be served, on the accused, who shall. within thirty . 


days after such service, select five of them, and notify their 
names to the Bishop in writing; and if he shall not so notify 
the Bishop within thirty days, the Bishop shall select five, and 
the Presbyters so selected shall form a Board for the trial of 
the accused, and shall meet at such time and place as the 
Bishop shall direct. They shall choose a President from their 
own number, and a Secretary, either of their own number or 
otherwise, as they shall see fit. They shall have power to 
adjourn from time to time and from place to place (but always 
within this Diocese). 

9. At least thirty days before their first meeting, a writ- 
ten notice of the time and place of such meeting shall be 


served on the accused, and also one of the persons making the 


Presentment. 

8. If at the time appointed for the first meeting of the 
Board of Presbyters, the whole number of five shall not 
attend, then those who do attend may adjourn from time to 
time; and if after one adjournment or more it shall appear to

them improbable that the whole number will attend within a 
reasonable time, then those who do attend, being not less than 
three, shall constitute the Board, and proceed to the trial, and 
a majority of them shall decide all questions. 

soe it a Clergyman presented shall confess the truth of 
the facts alleged in the Presentment, it shall be the duty of 
the Bishop to proceed to pass sentence; and if he shall not 
confess them before the appointment of a Board for his trial, 
as before mentioned, he shall be considered as denying them. 

5. Ifa Clergymar presented, after having due notice, shall 
not appear before the Board of Presbyters appointed for his 
trial, except for some reasonable cause, to be allowed by the 
Board, they shall pronounce him in contumacy, and thereupon 
the Bishop shall suspend him from the functions of the Minis- 
try. Andif he shall not appear within six months, the Bishop 
shall proceed to depose him from the Ministry of the Church. 

6. When the Board shall proceed to the trial, they shall 
hear such evidence as shall be produced; which evidence shall 
be reduced to writing and signed by the witnesses respectively; 
and some officer authorized by law to administer oaths may, 
at the desire of either party, be requested to administer an 
oath or affirmation to the witnesses, that they will testify to 
the truth, the whole truth, and nething but the truth, concern- 
ing the facts charged in the Presentment. If on or during the 
trial, the accused shall confess the truth of the charges as 
stated in the Presentment, the Board may dispense with fur- 
ther hearing of evidence, and may proveed at once to state 
their opinion to the Bishop as to the Sentence that ought to 
be pronounced... 

7. Upon the application of either party to ihe Bishop, and 
it being made to appear satisfactorily to him, that any witness, 
whose evidence it-is supposed will be material, cannot be 
brought to the place of trial, the Bishop may appoint a Com- 
missary to take the testimony of such witnesses. Such Com- 
missary may be either a Clergyman or a Layman, and tke party 
so applying shall give +o the other at.least six days’ notice of 
the time and place of taking the testimony And if the per- . 
son on whom the notice shall be served shall reside more than 
forty miles from the place of examination, an additional day’s 
notice shall be given for every twenty miles of said distance.’ 
And both parties may attend and examine the witness; and 
the questions and answers shall be reduced to writing and 
signed by the witness, and shall be certified by the Commis- 
sary and enclosed under his seal and transmitted to the Board, 
and shall be received by them as evidence. A witness exam- 
ined before such Commissary may be sworn or affirmed in the 
manner aforesaid... 

8. The Board, having deliber ately considered the evidence, 
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Shall declare in writing, signed by them, or a majority of them, 

their decision on the charges contained in the Presentment, 
distinctly stating whether the accused is guilty or not euilty 
of such charges, respectively, and also stating the Sentence 
which in their opinion should be pronounced; and a copy of 
such decision shall without delay be communicated to the ac- 
cused; and the original decision, together with evidence, shall 

be delivered to the Bishop, who shall pronounce such Canonical 
Sentence as shall appear to him to be proper; provided, how- | 
ever, that the sentence shall not exceed in severity that recom- 
mended by the Board: and sucl Sentence shall be final. 

9. Before pronouncing any sentence, the Bishop shall 
summon the accused and any three or more of the Clergy, to 
meet him at such time as may in his opinion be most conve- 
nient, in some Church to be designated by him, which shall for 
that purpose be opened at the time to all persons who may 
choose to attend, and the Séntence shall then and there be pub- 
licly pronounced by the Bishop. But the Bishop, if he shall be 
satisfied that justice requires it, may grant a new trial to the 
accused, in which case a new Board of Presbyters shall be 
appointed, the proceedings Lefore whom shall be conducted as 
before mentioned. 

10. All notices and papers contemplated in this Canon 
may be served by a summoner-or summoners to be appointed 
for the purpose by the Bishop, and whose certificate of such 
service shall be evidence thereof. In case of service by any 
other person, the fact shall be proved by the affidavit of such 
person. <A written nctice or a paper delivered to a party,or 
left at his last place of residence, shall be deemed sufficient 
service of such notice or paper; provided, however, that the 
service, if not personal, shall be a notice of at Jeast sixty days. 

The accused may have the privilege of appearing by 
counsel. In case the accused shall exercise this privilege, and 
not otherwise, those who present shall be entitled to like privi- 
lege. Such counsel shall in all cases be members of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church. Provided, lrowever, that with the 
consent of all parties other counsel may be employed. 

12... The Record of all proceedings upon a Presentment of 

a Clergyman shall be preserved by the Standing Committee, 
and for that purpose shall, after final decision, be delivered to 
their Secretary. 
: 13. Any charge under this Canon must be presented to 
the proper authority within three years from the date of the 
alleged offenses; but when proceedings are brought-in respect . 
of an offense for which a conviction has been obtained in any 
court of law, such charge may be brought against the person 
convicted at any time within six calendar months after such 
conviction, although more than three years shall have elapsed 
since the commissior of the offense. 
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14. The necessary expenses accruing in the trial of a 
Clergyman, except his own, shall be paid by the Treasurer of 
the Diocese, upon the order ‘of the Bishop. The necessary ex- 
penses of the accused may be provided for in the same manner, 
by his request and the recommendation of the Board of Pres- 


byters. 
CANON VII. 
Of the Auditing Committee. 


1. There shall be an Auditing Committee of three, to be 
appointed by the Bishop at each Annual Convention, and to 
hold office until their successors are appointed. 

2. Itshall be the duty of all Trustees having charge of 
Church Funds to exhibit to the Auditing Committee a detailed 
list of all bonds, stocks, notes, mortgages and other securities, 
together with the original documents representing such securi- 
ties, and also a certified statement from the cashier or presi- 
dent of any bank in which funds are deposited, showing the 
amounts and condition of all funds, for the fiscal year POUL: 
May 8lst in each year. 

8. It shall be the duty of the Auditing Committee to ex- 
amine the Reports submitted by the several Trustees, and to 
examine and certify that the securities and collaterals reported 
. are in their hands, and the balance of cash on hand; and to 
recommend any advisable changes in the manner of making 
the Report, in order ‘that the Convention may have full and 
complete information of all transactions involving the Receipts 
and Disbursements of Church Funds. 

4, The Standing Committee shall have power to engage 
a Public Auditor, at their discretion, to assist them in the per- 
formance of their duties. 


CANON XVIIL 


Of Lay Readers. 


J. All persons holding licenses as Lay Readers in this 
Diocese under Canon 21 of the Digest, shall make a report to 
the Bishop each year at the time of the Annual Convention, 
of all services held by them under such license, since the last 
preceding annual session of the Convention. 
| 2. All licenses to Lay Readers shall expire at the date of 
the Annual Convention, and shall not be valid after that date, 
unless renewed by written endorsement of the Bishop or Eccle- 
siastical Authority. 

CANON XIX. 


On Alterations and Amendments of Canons. 
. On the second day of every Annual Convention a Commit= 
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tee to consist of two Clergymen and two Laymen, to be called 
the Committee on Canons, shall be appointed. All proposals 
to alter or add to the Constitution or the Oanons of this Dio- 
cese shall be referred to this committee. No exisiting Canon 
shall be changed, and no new Canon shall be enacted, on the 
same day on which the change or enactment may be proposed. 


RULES OF ORDER 


Rule I. After the Organization of the Convention, as di- 
rected in Canon III.,; the Order of Business shall be:

If the question in debate contains several dis- 
tinct propositions, the same shall be divided at the request of 
any member, and a vote taken separately; except that a mo- 
tion to strike out and insert shall be indivisible. crs, | 

Rule V. When a question is under consideration no mo- 


pe 
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tion shall be received unless to lay it upon the table, to post- 
pone indefinitely, to postpone it toa certain time, to commit it, 
to amend it or to divide; and motions for any of these pur- 
poses shall have precedence in the order herein named. 

Rule VI. A Motion to lay upon the table shall be decided 
without debate | 

Rule VII. A Motion to adjourn shall always be in order 
when no member is speaking. and if unqualified, shall be de- 
cided without debate. 

Rule VIII. The mover may withdraw a motion at any 
time before decision or amendment, with the consent of the 
Convention; in which case it shall not be entered upon the 
Minutes. ; 

Rule IX. When a Vote upon any quéstion is taken by 
Orders, it shall be done by calling the Roll of Clerical mem- 
bers, and the Roll of Parishes and Missions represented by 
Lay members; and all votes by Orders shall be entered upon 
the Minutes. 

Rule X. A question being once determined shall stand as 
the judgment of the Convention, and shall not again be drawn © 
into debate during the session, unless with the consent of two- 
thirds of the members present, upon a motion to reconsider 
made by one of the majority on the first decision. 

Rule XI. All Committees shall be appointed by the Presi- 
dent, unless otherwise ordered. 

Rule XII. The Reports of all Committees shall be in writing, 
and shall be received, of course, without motion; they shal] 
-be entered upon the Minutes unless otherwise ordered. If 
recommending or requiring any action or expression of opinion 
by the Convention, they shall be accompanied by one or more 
Resolutions for its consideration. | 
Rule XIII. No Standing Rule or Order shall be suspend- 

ed, changed or rescinded, unless by a vote of two-thirds of the 
members present. 

Rule XIV. All questions of order shall be decided by the 
President, subject to appeal to the Convention. 

Rule XV. Before the final adjournment of the Conven- 
tion, the Minutes of the last day’s Proceedings shall be read, 
corrected and approved. 

Rule XVI. Upon all questions arising in Convention, not 
covered by these rules, the Rules of Order of the House of 
Olerical and Lay Deputies ofthe General Convention shall 
govern.
